GIVEN TO GALLAUDET 

A complete set of the Silent 
Worker, famed illustrated magazine 
of the deaf, was recently given to 
the library of Gallaudet College by 
the New Jersey School.

Deaf Mute Times but after seven 
months was renamed The Silent 
Worker. Editors were Weston Jen¬ 
kins, J. P. Walker, and Alvin E. 
Pope, all superintendents of the 
school. Actual editing was done 
mainly by George Porter, a deaf 
teacher there. Contributors includ¬ 
ed Alexander Pach, J. W. Howson, 
James F. Brady, Kelly H. Stevens, 
F. A. Moore and other outstand¬ 
ing writers. The magazine was 
profusely illustrated, cuts being 
made in the school’s engraving shop. 
—The Cavalier.

There are some schools for the 
deaf in this country that do not 
include shoe repair in their voca¬ 
tional courses. That their boys 
suffer the loss of a worthwhile vo¬ 
cational training opportunity is 
well borne out by the results of 
teaching this trade in the Indiana 
State School for the Deaf. There 
are a great number of Indiana deaf 
citizens who owe their livelihood 
to this trade. 

The success of these men is in 
a great measure due to the instruc¬ 
tor of this craft for the past 50 
years, Mr. N. L. Harris. Mr. Harris’ 
knowledge of the field of shoe re¬ 
pair Was very extensive. Prom op¬ 
erating shops of his own, 'from vis¬ 
its to the shops of his former pupils 
and any other possible source, Mr. 
Harris built up his knowledge of 
the trade and passed it .on to his 
boys. 

The success of shoe repair train¬ 
ing at I. S. S. D. is almost direct¬ 
ly due to Mr. Harris. And his will 
ever be the credit. However, with 
such a firm foundation built over 
the past 50 years, we can expect 
the interest and success at shoe re¬ 
pairing that has grown at I. S. S. D. 
to continue.

“The Deaf people of the Ander¬ 
son Deaf Club, Anderson, Indiana, 
are not to be outdone in self-res¬ 
pect and civic pride. They are 
determined that the citizens of 
their Community shall not be bilk¬ 
ed by deaf card peddlers, panhand¬ 
lers and imposters. They had the 
following notice in this newspaper 
of that city. 

“'It has been brought to our at¬ 
tention that during the past several 
months various deaf individuals 
have been peddling such items as 
bandages, Manual Alphabet cards 
about the shops of Anderson, El- 
wood, Alexandria, Lapel, Chester¬ 
field and Pendleton in the Madison 
county. 

“The Deaf members of Anderson 
Deaf Club as well as the organized 
deaf throughout the entire United 
'States are firmly opposed to the 
deaf panhandlers, either beggars 
or those selling articles, a short 
Step above begging. Those indivi¬ 
duals who have been peddling re¬ 
cently are not residents of those 
cities; all the deaf people of all 
cities are self-respecting, self-sup¬ 
porting persons who would not 
stoop to bleeding the Public in this 
fashion. 

“This letter is a plea to every¬ 
one who may at some time or other 


come in contact with a deaf ped¬ 
dler or beggar; Please do not give 
him anything, nor buy from him, 
out of a mistaken sense of Pity be¬ 
cause he is deaf. This only en¬ 
courages these people to continue 
in this undesirable practice. Deaf 
people do not need to beg or exact 
charity of the public; deaf people 
are fully capable of holding res¬ 
ponsible jobs and of supporting 
themselves. We organized deaf peo¬ 
ple in these cities do not wish to 
be considered objects of charity 
and pity.”
